Secretory, Aides

$878,625,391 to run the A griculture 
D epartm ent (not including its price 
support program > in the 12 months 
starting July I. 
Overall, the com m ittee gave the 
departm ent in cash appropriation' 
just $17,424,524 less than it asked. 
This was partially offset by an

program s as rural electrification,

Says Surpluses are D eliberate 
The com m ittee accused Benson 
and aides of letting surplus farm 
crops pile up deliberately to dis­ 
credit the present rigid price sup­ 
port program and win .support for 
the adm inistration’s flexible sup­ 
port system 
Flexible supports go 
into effect with this y ear’s h ar­ 
vests 
While the stocks pile up. at ever- 
increa>ing 
c o s ts , 
the 
fa rm e rs 
share of the consum er dollar is 
dropping steadily “ due to the re ­ 
duction in acreage of controlled 
crops and the low prices of nearly 
all farm products,” the com m ittee 
asserted.

Prke Support 


At $1.58 Bushel 


WASHINGTON 0?—The govern­ 
m ent will guarantee com m ercial 
corn grow ers an average of $1 58 
a bushel for their 1955 crop at the 
farm 
This is 87 per cent of parity. 
The new’ parity rate is 3 per 
cent under that paid for 1954-crop 
corn 
The average support price 
for 1954-crop corn was $162. four 
cents under the guaranteed av er­ 
age for this y e a r’s crop. 
The A griculture D epartm ent an­ 
nounced the 1955 support prices 
late T hursday. 
It said the 87 per 
cent of parity support level was 
set in accordance with the law pro­ 
viding for a variable support on 
the basis of the estim ated supply. 
The estim ated supply of com as 
of Oct. I, 1955, is 3,940.000,000 bu­ 
shels. 
On the basis of estim ated 
acreages reported last week, the 
1955 crop is expected to be 3.140.- 
000.000 bushels. There is a c a rry ­ 
over of 800 million bushels from 
past corn crops. 
The total supply 
has been estim ated as of Oct. I 
at a little m ore than 107 per cent 
of the norm al supply. 
The departm ent could have set 
parity at any per cent between 
82 1-2 and 90. Parity is a price cal­ 
culated to give the farm er a theo­ 
retically fair return for his prod­ 
uct in com parison with the cost of 
things he m ust buy.

The legislation was approved by 
a vote of 72 21 
It goes to the 
House which also appears bent on 
approving an increase beyond the 
7.6 per cent limit set by President 
Eisenhow er 
Before approving the average IO 
per cent increase, the Senate voted, 
52-41, to kill the administration 
plan for a 7 6 per cent increase. 
President Eisenhower has hinted 
that he will not agree to a larger 
pay raise. 
The postal vote also cleared the 
way for the Senate to follow the 
same IO per cent pay raise pattern 
on legislation for other govern­ 
m ent 
employes.

m easure. 
The Senate-approved bill would 
give a minimum increase of $400 
yearly to all postal workers. Those 
earning more than $4,000 a year 
would get a IO per cent increase.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. O b — A 
dog s lung kept a 13-year old boy 
alive while a U niversity of Minne 
sota surgeon closed three small 
holes in his heart 
For 15 m inutes the surgeon work­ 
ed in the boy’s “dry heart,” while 
the dog’s lung kept his blood sup­ 
plied with life-giving oxygen. 
The dram atic new technique, an­ 
other “first” by university doctors 
in this type of operation, was re­ 
vealed at a news conference late 
Thursday night. 
The boy, Calvin Richm ond of 
Pine Bluff, Ark., was operated up­ 
on W ednesday. 
He was reported 
in “good condition” early today. 
Injured in a truck accident last 
August, Calvin had been given a 
year to live by U niversity of Ar­ 
kansas doctors unless the holes 
could be closed. 
He w-as flown to the University 
of M innesota last week because of 
the institution’s success in ‘‘dry’ 
heart” 
surgery, 
first 
in 
“ deep 
freeze” technique and more recent­ 
ly in a revolutionary cross-circula­ 
tion operation. 
Until “dry surgery” was perfect­ 
ed, surgeons literally had to “work 
blind” in the heart, feeling their 


way. 
W ith the heart free of blood, 
they can see what they're doing. 
The earlier “deep freeze” tech­ 
nique kept the heart dry only a few 
minutes. 
Lung Like Football 
A 31 year old doctor of surgery, 
G ilbert Campbell, perfected the lat­ 
est operation. 
He told newsmen 
that to his knowledge it was the 
first tim e hum an blood had been 
pum ped through an anim al lung 
with success. 
Campbell said he began work on 
the technique about nine m onths 
ago and about IOO anim al experi­ 
m ents preceded the first hum an 
operation three weeks ago 
The patient died, Campbell said, 
because the defect in his heart was 
“im possible to close.” 
“But we were convinced the op­ 
eration would work.” he said. 
A m echanical pum p acts as an 
artificial heart ut the dog luirg 
m ethod, feeding the blood into the 
dog lung 
In the dog s lung about the size 
of an inflated football, the blood 
is supplied with oxygen and re tu rn ­ 
ed to the patien t’s body “as near 
norm al as when it left,” Campbell 
said.

Non-Alomk 
Blast Set Off 
In Nevada Skies 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. TI*—A non- 
atomic high-explosive charge was 
detonated in the sky nearly six 
miles over the Nevada desert to 
day. 
It was a test of some new 
secret weapon that should be tip 
ped with a nuclear warhead under 
battle conditions. 
The explosive device was drop­ 
ped from a high-flying air force 
bomber and triggered at 9 a 
rn 
PST am idst an intricate pattern 
of smoke trails, puffs, smoke grids 
and parachutes and balloons. 
It' was the first full-scale non- 
atomic explosive test ever con­ 
ducted by the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission at the Nevada 
Proving 
Range. High explosives have been 
set off before on the range, but 
only as “ weather vanes” to get 
wind direction bearings for atomic 
blasts. 
Purpose of the unique test was 
not elaborated upon by pre blast 
AEC announcements other than an 
explanation that it was a “ full­ 
scale test” in all respects except 
the atomic charge and that it was 
of “ prim ary interest to the De 
partm ent of Defense.” 
Fighter Bombers Take Part 
Smoke trails laced the sky in 
grids laid down by some of the 40 
Air Force planes participating in 
the experiment and from what the 
AEC officially described as “air- 
suspended equipment.” An official 
said this meant parachutes and 
balloons. 
Significantly, six F84F jet fighter 
bombers took part in the smoke 
screen laying around the burst 
point at 30,000 (eet. 
The F84F 
Thunderstreak is a single-seater 
capable of delivering atomic bombs 
at supersonic speeds. 
Another A bomb carrier, the in 
tercontinental B36, also took part. 
Speculation arose among ob>er\ 
ors that the experiment was test­ 
ing some air-to-air guided missile 
which would be used against an 
aggressor to intercept hi-, squad­ 
rons of bombers and destroy them 
with mighty nuclear Wasts. 
A “ granddaddy” atomic explo 
sion scheduled for before dawn 
this morning from a 500-foot steel 
tower was postponed until Satur­ 
day due to adverse winds.

WASHINGTON <U.E> — House 
Democrats

gave up their 
fight to cut everybody’s income 
taxes by S20 next Jan. I. 
The House-approved tax cut was 
scuttled in a Senate-House confer­ 
ence committee. This cleared the 
way for Congress to complete ac­ 
tion on a one-year extension of 
corporation and excise sales taxes 
scheduled to drop at midnight next 
Thursday.
